^The Publishing Committee had,at the time of the last 
anniversary, a treatise on the “ Duties of Masters ” under 
their consideration. It was composed of articles before 
jgoed by brethren of various evangelical denominations 
at the South, and was supposed to meet the views that 
are presented in the resolutions of that anniversary. 

The Publishing Committee were not altogether unaware 
of the inherent embarrassments. Looked upon with some 
distrust at the South, as the treatise might be because 
bringing a Northern imprint, it was yet, on the other 
hand, equally evident that many Northern friends of the 
Society might object to it as recognising “ duties ” inher¬ 
ing in the relation of “ masters,” that relation, in their 
view, being forbidden. 

Since the preparation of this treatise, one of the 
authors from whose addresses or tracts it was compiled 
lias been removed by death. Two others of these bre¬ 
thren, honoured and influential, known as true friends of 
the Society, have judged it inexpedient, in the enkindled 
and excited state of feeling awakened both North and 
South upon the various relations of this topic, that those 
writings of their own, which were to form a prominent 
portion of the treatise, should be issued with a Northern 
imprint. They have accordingly interdicted our further 
use of the matter thus supplied. 

But in addition, from all quarters of our Southern field 
we have received, and from the tried aud fast friends of 
that any publication by our press bearing upon the topic 
of slavery, even though of Southern authorship, and care¬ 
fully kept within the terms of the resolutions of the an¬ 
niversary, could have no other result than precipitating 
the entire withdrawal of the South from cooperation with 
the Society. The new works would find no gate of access; 
auil tho separation would henceforth exclude even our 
older issues, by flinging over them the suspicion of their 
origin from a quarter presumed to have become hostile to 
the interests of the South. Of those accredited issues, 
the siftings of a rich evangelical literature in our own 
and in European lands—books on which God’s Spirit hns 
put his evident approval—it seemed a sad necessity to be 
compelled to clog in any way the circulation. 

From Marylaud, Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, and Georgia, from Alabama, Louisiana, and 
Tennessee, we hear but one testimony, as borne by State 
Branches and Auxiliaries, by the Society’s officers, Gene¬ 
ral Agents, Superintendents and Colporteurs, by eccle¬ 
siastical bodies, and by the religious press. Over the 
South we have now a virtual suspension of collections; 
and if the present distrust and nlienation but remain, 
there must speedily ensue a withdrawal of colporteurs 
and distribution throughout our Southern field. We 
mast surrender all tbeSoutbern and South-Western States. 

„ To proceed, is thus to palsy one whole side of our insti¬ 
tution. 

The Committee have believed that the action and 
structions of the anniversary, explicitly cherishing as they 
do the Society's usefulness ‘-throughout our whole coun¬ 
try," could not contemplate, even on the part of those 
Northern friends most earnestly advocating them, any 
revolutionary and disruptive change in the line of the 
Society’s policy, catting off from the Society a portion 
of “ our whole country " so large, and in our past labours 
so largely blessed, as the entire South. 

Tbe Publishing Committee, therefore, voted with entire 
unanimity to arrest the issue of tbe work that had been

But what was the negro’s offence t I will state this, of i 
my own knowledge, as it occurred in the adjoining County 1 
ol Jefferson. The negro man, about 22 yearsof age, was 
owned by a Mr. Moore, and was raised by Mr. Moore’s 
relatives; Moore and his wife were members of the 
Methodist Church—very clever persons—exceedingly kind 
and humane in their treatment of slaves. I know this to j 
be so. Moore had not long been married—having mar¬ 
ried the daughter of an aged Methodist minister. The 
negro, with a common chopping-axe, at tbe dead hour of 
night, without any provocation,entered their bed-chamber, I 
and, while they were both asleep, with one stroke severed 
Moore’s head from his body, and then, with the same 
deadly weapon, broke the sknll of his wife! These two 
innocent persons were murdered with a view to his accom¬ 
plishing another diabolical object. He turned into an 
adjoining room, where a clever young lady was in bed, tbe 
sister of Mrs. Moore, and, after overpowering her, and 
violating her person, he murdered her to prevent her 
being a witness against him. These were the only white 
persons on tbe farm. These are the facts. For this the 
negro was bnrnt alive, ten or fifteen hundred of the best 
citizens of the county attending and aiding and abetting. 

I repeat, it was all perfectly right 1 
There is much in your Northern anti-slavery papers 
calculated, and really intended, to fan a flame of intense 
warfare upon the subject of slavery, which can result in 
no possible good to any one. Yon publish with eager¬ 
ness all such occurrences as these, without informing your 
readers what offences negroes have committed, and for 
which they have suffered death. Your politicians, who 
re exciting the whole country, and fanning society into 
livid consuming flame, have, no sympathy for the black 
man, and care nothing for his comfort. The villanous 
agitation of tbe slavery question by your long-faced 
hypocrites and vagabond philanthropists of tbe North 
is only intended to give birth to new and more lofty 
schemes of disunion, and to more bold and hazardous 
terprises in the States aDd Territories. 

It is Northern Abolitionists, scores of whom are here 
the 3outh in disguise, who stir up oor slaves to these 
acts of murderand violence. Some of them are filling our 
pulpits—some occupying high positions in our colleges— 
some editing political and religions newspapers—some 
selling goods—and some stealing tbrongh the country, as 
secret agents of Abolition Societies, enticing negroes to 
run away. These scoundrels ought to be lynched, rode 
ion rails, and in many instances lmng! 

I have travelled a good deal through tbe North, and 
witnessed the sufferings and destitution of your free 
negroes, and the neglect and utter contempt with which 
they ore treated by your freedom-shriekers. They will 
enter your fine churches on Sabbath—I mean your pious 
clerical Abolitionists—with faces as long as the moral law, 
with countenances indicative of the meekness of Moses, 
and with the lioabeaded impudence of the Devil, the 
great bead of your Black Republican forces, they will 
preach for hours against the sin and scandal of slavery, 
shed “ lots ” of tears over the cruelties inflicted upon tbe 
“servile progeny of Ham,” in these Southern States! 
And on the very next day, in their toy shops and candy 
shops, or behind their counters, or in the settlement of an

I look upon 
the cities aud towns of the New England States, and of 
the north-western States, os opeuing a wider and more in¬ 
viting field ut this time for missionary labours than Hin¬ 
dustan, Siam, Ceylon, China, or Western Africa! In 
addition to yonr wicked and rebellious course upon tbe 
slavery question, you have forsaken the tree God and the 
Christian religion, aud gone off alter Spiritualism, Fanny 
Wrightisui, Fourierism, Mormonism, Abolitiouism, Devil- 
ism, and the hundred-und-one isms so spontaneously pro¬ 
duced by New England soil!

THE TRACT SOCIETY’S LAST CIRCULAR. 

Tbe American Tract Society—as represented by it* 
Standing Committees—hns sneenmbed to the slavehold¬ 
ers. Placing its hand on its mouth and its mouth io the 
dust, it has eaten its timid and apologetic resolve of last 
Spring and returned to the policy of absolute silence 
with regard not only to slaveholding per se, but even to 
the evil* and sins which—as the Society ifaelf resolved 
last Spring—arc concerned with or dtdncible therefrom. 
And tbe reason given is simply the unwillingness of the 
slaveholders to receive, listen to or read anything that the 
Society may see fit to offer on the subject. 

This is certainly very extraordinary ground. We can¬ 
not remember that Noah, or Lot, or Isaiah, or John the 
Baptist, ever planted himself upon it. If it is to be set¬ 
tled that prophets and evangelists are only to reprove 
those sins which tbe sinners already condemn aud are 
ready to repudiate, we can imagine no cause for which r" 
apostle should be stoned or beheaded hereafter, 
might be prudent, perhaps, lor a preacher of righteous¬ 
ness, in entering upon a new field of labour, to make pro¬ 
clamation to this effect: “ Good people! I come to you 
with a message from God, commanding you to repent and 
forsake your sins; but, as indiscreet and headlong denun¬ 
ciations of iniquity might give personal offence, and sab¬ 
ject me to unpleasant odium and peril, I will thank you 
to make out a list of the sins which you are unwilling 
give up, so that I may take care to omit them in t 
diatribes against sin in general and other people’s sins 
particular.”

LYNCH1NO AN ABOLITIONIST IN MISSISSIPPI. 

_Memphis Appeal, writugfro m Oxfor d, 

ie 7tU inst ^ gires the following account of the manner in 
iich an Abolitionist was lynched.] 

Ob Friday night fast, a man by the name of Snyder 
as brought here under arrest, charged with organizing 
i insnrrection among the negroes in the neighbourhood 
of Abbeyville, and was tried before the commiting cuurt 
"—t day and discharged. But before he bad time to 

„_of the court-house a meeting of the citizens was 

called. Mr. Yancy Wiley was called to the Chair, and 
made some inquiring remarks, which were answered by 
several of onr influential citizens, somewhat recommending 
mob law, which was received with applause; bat this was 
cooled down by occasional speeches from those op¬ 
posed to it. After deliberating some two hours, the 
prisoner agreed to remain io jail one month, to enable him 
to procure evidence of bis iunoceuce, which was put to 
a vote of the house and rejected ; after which a committee 
of five was appointed to dispose of the matter. They 
agreed to accept his proposition (one month’s imprison¬ 
ment),and tbe meeting adjourned. He (tbe prisoner) left 
the house for tbe jail under care of two constables, but 
on arriving at the gate he was pushed back, when the 
officers had to release their hold, which was immediately 
taken by two of the crowd. They proceeded to tbe end 
of the street leadiug north from the court-house. 

When they were about one hundred yards out of the 
corporation, they left the road about a quarter of a mile 
and stopped. The man (Snyder) was asked to strip him¬ 
self, which he did without a word. He was then asked 
to acknowledge the crime he was charged with. To thfe 
he said he had none to make, that he was innocent, Ac. 
After keeping him naked near an hour, and consulting, it 
was proposed to let him have what he chose, and he was 
carried back to the jail. Awhile after supper he was 
dnmanded of the jailor, who refused to let him out, but 
upon persuading and explanation on the part of the people, 
he (the jailor) agreed to turn the prisoner ont, not having 
any legal process to imprison him, which was done. He 
was taken a half-mile from town by a picked crowd, who 
were watched closely by outsiders. After remaining in 
the woods about an hour and a half, the crowd (who were 
scattered around as sentinels) met at a fence where the 
prisoner was. lie was again told to strip, which he pro¬ 
ceeded to do without molestation; but when he was draw¬ 
ing his shirt, it wo3 caught and fastened aronnd his neck 
with the sleeves for a blindfold. A rope was then put 
around his neck to frighten him, bat it had not its desired 
effect. He was allowed to stand in that position about 
fifteen minutes, when he was carried to the bottom of the 
hollow nearest to where they were, and tied around a tree. 
He was told what was their intention : to lynch him until 
he told something. The lashing was commenced by two, 
who used straps fastened to sticks about ten inches long. 
After he had taken one hundred and sixty-seven lashes, 
he began to know something about it, but not enough to 
satisfy the lynchers ; so they commenced ugaiu with two 
other lynchers, and when the number had reuched two 
hundred and thirty-eight Tashes, he told the whole tale, 
which was this: He was to raise a company of some 
dozen blacks, who were to be furnished with arms (knives 
and pistols) by him, and go to the houses of some of the 
wealthiest families and get their money by frightening 
them. If they failed in this way, they were to kill the meu 
and take it, when they were to get on the care far Memphis 
and tbeu up the river to Indiana. They were to take 
two white ladies with them far wives. (He implicated 
another man who was then in Indiana.) There was no 
testimony against him except his confession and that of 
the blacks. So ho was shipped on the cars yesterday 
morning for the Junction, where be was to start to his 
home in Indiana. I have learned to-day that he w 
taken from the cars at Holly Springs and confined

The resolution in substance was that the time has come 
when it would afford much aid to the cause of anti-slavery 
to have those who are in favour of forcible means to form I 
a political party outside of tbe United States Govern¬ 
ment, whose candidates, when they enter upon the duties 
of their office, shall stand pledged to dissolve their con¬ 
nection with tbe Federal Government, and erect their 
States into independent sovereignties. 

This resolution was advocated with great force, and 
thought ability, by Mr. Foster, saying that their caus 
was at a stand-still, and had increased none in numbers 
for the last ten years, and that it behooved the Anti- 
Slavery Society to act He said that they had denied 
the charge of being opposed to political action; and that 
if they longer failed to point out and approve some poli¬ 
tical action on the part of their friends who were in 
favour of forcible means, they would stand convicted of 
not meaning what they said. 

Against this motion Pillsbury and Bemond (coloured) 
spoke with warmth. Mrs. Abby Foster then proposed 
amend the motion by merely saying “ It would give 


from putting forth anything with respect to slavery, 
is not enough that they expressly ignore any consideration 
of “ the political relations of slavery ”—that they prnpos* 
to consider only the duties of Musters as Masters, without | 
discussing their duty to cease being Masters—it is not 
enough that they proposed to quote only from Southern 
divines the gentle rebukes of the short-comings of Mas¬ 
ters which they had decided to publish—the South will 
permit no publication whatever relative to slavery by this 
eminently “ National ” Society. It refuses not merely to 
hear the Tract Society on this subject. If the subject be 
’’ din any of the Society’s publications, tbe South 
hear the Society on any subject whatever. And 
such menaces that men like tbe Rev. Dr. Williams 
would seem to have sneenmbed 1 We regret it, and tbmk 
they will live to share in this sentiment. It seems to us 
that it would lie unfair for these Committees to distribute 
tracts against rumselling in Cherry street, or those con¬ 
demning harlotry at the Five Points, after this decision. 

The Committees tell us in conclusion that they e.-e 
seeking the things that make for Peace,” and “ aiming 
to secure the fruit of righteousness sown in Peace," by 
the course they have resolved on. It seems to us that 
the Bible estimate of Peace, and the Bible method of | 
obtainming Peace, are antagonistic to the Committees. 

“ First pure, then peaceable,” is the well-known Scrip¬ 
tural rule. To seek peace through subserviency to wrong 
seems the last way to secure that peace which the world 
can neither give nor take away. 

Slavery is either one of the very greatest wrongs', and 
the fruitful parent of other wrongs, with all manner of 
vices and evils, or it is a just and proper relation which ' 
Christianity may blamelessly maintain and uphold. Its 
rightfufaess is evidently a question of ethics, of morals, 
and of Christian theology. Good men may be honestly 
mistaken with regard to its true character; but woe to 
them who, perceiving the right, conceal or dissemble it. 
How can they read without a twinge of conscience tbe 
great Apostle’s declaration, “ I have not shunned to r“~ 
clare the whole counsel of God ” ? 

THE SLAVE TRADE IN CUBA. 

Havana, Sept. 7,1857. 

Ocr Havana Prices Current and Mercantile Weekly 
Report invariably neglect to give tbe true state of our 
slave market This is a glaring oversight, particularly 
at tbe present moment, when so many thousands of young 
Africans are being landed. What will your readers say 
when 1 tell them that three distinct landings have been 
effected within tbe port of Havana ? It seems almost in¬ 
credible, yet it can be testified to by hundreds of respect¬ 
able citizens. I would have mentioned the fact in my last 
letter, but, before doing so, I took every possible step to 
ascertain the facts, in order not to do injustice to any one. 
The first cargo of these three was landed in Casa Blanca, 
at Sama’s wharf, and secreted in his storehouses. It 
numbered some four hundred souls, and belonged mainly 
to that gentleman. From Casa Blanca the poor wretches 
were taken, the following night, to Gnanabacoa, and there 
quartered until disposed of. The second expedition wf° 
landed from the Muelle de San Francisco at 4 o’clock

the immense amount of most important canonical labour 
which it accomplished, also, by its very presence, awoke a ; 
deep religious feeling throughout the city. For this iu- 
farmatioQ we are indebted to the Rev. Charles H. Bead, 
formerly of New York. That gentleman has written a 
short but pregnant epistle to The Observer, in which he 
sets forth the wonderful influence exerted by the gather¬ 
ing together of so many man-selling ministers and woman- 
whipping deacons. If these accounts are true—and 
Heaven forbid that we should question the veracity of the 
Bev.

Certain it I 
is that, immediately upon the arrival of Roes (formerly 
owner of the “ boy ”) with Netherland in Richmond, the 
very atmosphere became filled with religious influences. 
Nobody could escape them. An ungodly traveller, Mr. 
Read tells us, stopping at a hotel, was deeply impressed, 
and “ having sought an interview with me, has gone on 
his way rejoicing.” Thus it will be seen that while this 
Convention was repairing the Presbyterian platform, and 
making it neat, comfortable and commodious, Providence 
was also leading a great many people to ascend it. In¬ 
deed, we did think so from the generally jubilant, not — 
say trinmpbant, tone of Mr. Read's letter. He tells __ 
that he went borne to Richmond from “his Summer rus¬ 
tication ” to attend tbe Convention, intending npon its 
adjournment to return to his bower of case, bat such has 
been its blessed effect, he now thinks he shall not go back 
to tbe country at all. We began to be.sony that we had 
ever spoken dubiously of that Convention. We began 
to feel that if it did make some little mistakes in such 
trifling matters as buying and selling men and women, or 
separating husband from wife, or withholding his hire 
from the labourer, that alter all it might be a very nsefoi 
body. Wishing to know, however, the precise amouDt 
of its benefits to the people of Richmond, we examined 
Mr. Read’s letter particularly, in order to find ont tbe 
number of brands plucked from the burning. Conceive 
our astonishment, mortification and disappointment, when 
we found that number to be—three.' Three brands. 
That is all Mr. Read claims. And of these one was a 
travelling brand, and has gone on his way rejoicing, leav¬ 
ing just two in Richmond. Really, if Mr. Read wanted 
to puff the Convention effectually, he should _have stuck 
to an indefinite magnificence of statement, and not have 
meddled with tell-tale figures. 

But let us do Mr. Read and his Convention justice. If 

2 understand his letter, the three converts are white 
folks, and the number does not include the sanctified and 
regenerated “ coloured people,’’ as Mr. Read gently calls 
them. After givmg a particular account of the three 
white converts, which he does with some circumstantiality, 
he lamps the duskier brethren as follows: “ The coloured 
people have attended all the preaching services in large 
numbers, and have seemed to be bearing tbe Gospel 

for their lives. The impression among them was such_ 

Sabbath day that brethren were called out of Convention, 
on subsequent days, to preach to them.” Now this is 
really miraculous, and shows the astonishing power of the 
Convention most plainly. Here was a gathering of pious 
men—pastors and laymen—D. D.s, S. T. D.s and dea¬ 
cons—-who met expressly for the purpose of lending the 
sanction of Christianity to a system which keeps over 
three millions of black men in chains. They met to prop 
op slavery by declaring it to be of God, and whoever says 
they met for any other purpose is either a fool or a falsi¬ 
fier. To accomplish this, the delegates exerted all tbe 
learning and eloquence at their command. What fol¬ 
lows? Why, the negroes are at once exceedingly im¬ 
pressed with the beauty of the religion which sanctions 
their bondage and their floggings, and embrace it in 
droves! No wonder Mr. Read boasts of the power of the 
Convention. 

We have already dared to think what a wicked place 
Richmond must be, when, upon the conversion of two 
white citizens, the Rev. Mr. Read thinks it necessarj 
write a special letter to The Observer announcing the .... 
portant fact. We are afraid that Mr. Read has hereto¬ 
fore found white converts rather scarce, and, indeed, they 
do not appear to be as plenty as blackberries even now.

SLAVE LAW CASE. 

--^1— (Ky.), Sept. 9,1857. 

7b the Editor of The Liberator : 

I send you a statement of a law ease recently decided 
this State, that may bo of interest to yonr readers. I 
ie case has been appealed, hot I have little hope of its 
reversal. The Dred Scott decision is making its mark. 
Five years ago, no Kentucky court would have ever 
thought of rendering such a decision as the one I report. 

Stephen Kyler, a negro, who was born a slave, was 
emancipated by his master, Joseph Kyler, in 1843, and 
has since that time been a freeman. For several years 
prior to his emancipation, be cohabited with and was the 
husband (so far as by tbe laws of Kentucky, the place of 
their residence and nativity, he could be a husband) of a 
female slave named Cynthia, the property of a neighbour. 
Joseph Kyler, the former owner of Stephen, who was a 
bachelor and an old man, being anxious to secure Cynthia 
to Stephen as a wife, purchased her of her owner, but 
could not, under the Kentucky Constitution, and au act 
of the Legislature passed in pursuance thereof, emancipate 
her without her emigrating from the State, which was 
not required by law when Stephen was freed. This being 
the case, and Stephen and Cynthia desiring to remain in 
Kentucky, Joseph Kyler consulted a lawyer as to the best 
method of effecting his intentions, who advised him to 
convey her to Stephen, which he did in 1853, without 
any consideration. The conveyance, which was an ordi¬ 
nary bill of sale, was absolute ou its face, but the object 
aud understanding of the parties was not to convey 
Cynthia to Stephen as property, or so as to lay her liable 
for his debts, or to enable him to sell her or exercise any 
other power or control over her than that of husband, and 
he has at no time claimed or exercised any other right 
power. 

Prior to this conveyance, in the year 1849. Hon. 
George W. DtiDlup, a lawyer, had recovered a judgment 
against Stephen for attorney’s fees, and in 1857 had - 
writ of fieri facias on the jndgment, and levied by i 
officer on Cynthia ns the property of Stephen, an 1 w 
proceeding to have her sold us a slave for its satisfuelii 
To prevent this, a suit wus instituted by Stepiicn aud 
Cynthia uguinst Dunlap nnd the officer, by wiiich they 
prayed the court to declare that Bhe wus not the property, 

' it tho wife, of Stephen ; and even if she should be heid 
be the property of Stephen, that she was oot liable for 
Dunlap’s debt, it having been contracted before tbe 
veyanee of Cynthia to Stephen ; and the conveyance, if 
fraudulent as to Stephen’s creditors at all, in consequence 
of its being unconditional (as contended for by Dunlap), 
was uot fraudulent as to creditors whose claims were in 
existence at tbe time. 

The ease wus tried at the August term, 1857, of the 
Garrard Circuit Court, in the Slate of Kentucky, and 
was elaborately argued by Allan A. Burton and L. Luu- 
dram, Esqs., for Stephen aud Cyotbia, and by Dunlap for 
himself; and the court heid that Cynthia was not a wife, 
but property merely, and as such liable to be sold for her 
husband’s debt to Dunlap. 

The decision was ap|x>alcd from, and will be tried 
the December term, 1857, of the Court of Appeals of 
Kentucky.

SPEECH OF HON. HENRY WILSON, 

At Worcester, Mass., Sept. 8,1857. 

.Vr are now told, Mr. President, that the living issues 
which last year summoned more than one hundred thou¬ 
sand sons of Massachusetts to the standard of Fremont 
arc among the issues of the past. The living issues of 
1856 among the issoes of the past 1 Does not slavery in 
America now loom up a hideous and appalling spectre ? 
Does it not stand revealed in the light of the nineteenth 
century to the gaze of mankind, in alt its odions and 
revolting aspects ? What an aggregation of immolated 
rights, nameless outrages, and “ sumless agonies ” 1 Mil¬ 
lions of beings, created in the image of God, sunk from the 
lofty level of a common humanity dowQ to tbe abject sub¬ 
mission of unreasonable beasts of burden — manacles, 
chains and whips—peDS, prisons aud auction-blocks, blud¬ 
geons, revolvers and bloodhounds—scourgings, lynebings 
aud burniDgs—laws to torture the body, shrivel the mind, 
aud debase the soul—labour dishonoured and labourers 
despised—towns wasting away, and fields smitten with 
sterility—non-slaveholders impoverished and degraded, 
and slaveholders, in defiance of the lessons of history, the 
deductions of philosophy, the rights of humanity, and the 
teachings of Christianity, proudly vaunting their shame 
before the nations, make np this deformed monstrosity ol 
organized barbarism, which now stands in shameless defi¬ 
ance of the civilization, humanity and Christianity of 
America. We of tbe North may avert onr faces from 
tbis hateful spectacle; to the accusing voices of mankind 
may reply in faltering accents—“ We are not reapon- 
le! ” “ This crime is not oars! ” “ This guilt is not 
our goals! ” bat we, as American citizens, jealous of 
the renown of our country, cannot but feel the deepest 
mortification aDd shame, as we see the sneer of scorn on 
the lips of mankind. 

By a long series of assumptions and aggressive nets, by 
concessions and compromises, we of MassacLusciis have 
been associated with and made responsible for this crime 
of human slavery in America. When the illustrious 
framers of the Constitution assembled in 1787, our his-1 
tory as a nation was radiant with deeds for the rights 
and liberties of mankind. Seventy years have just closed, 
and that history is blurred and blotted, stained by deeds 
for human slavery which bring the blush of 1 shame to the 
cheeks of the patriot who love3 his country, who feels the 
stain npon her fame as a blot of personal dishonour. 
Now a privileged class, bound together by two thousand 
millions of dollars, represented by the souls and bodies of 
more than four millions of boDdsmen, rules with resistless 
power fifteen sovereign States.

Already it has laid its grasp upon tho reason, the heart, 
and the conscience of the country, and millions are moved 
by the mighty impulse. In spite of the passionate and 
implacable hatred of the slavebolding class—the bar¬ 
barizing prejudices of race—the misconceptions of igno¬ 
rance— tbe misrepresentations of great interests —the 
timidity, servility, or hostility of political organizations— 
the selfishness or apostucy of public men, aud the imper¬ 
fections, weakness and errors of friends, who too often 
panse, in face of the advancing hosts of slavery, to criti¬ 
cise, chide or rebuke comrades, or who turn aside iu the 
hoar of battle, when the foe is undermining or storming 
an out-post of freedom, entrenching or defending a fortress 
of slavery, to engage in impracticable or secondary issues 
—the auti-slavery cause is moving on, in the strength, 
pride and majesty of conscious power, to the realization 
of its sublime ideas, to tbe consummation of its benefieent 
policy. Everything on earth which has the element of 
permanency in it is instinct with vital powers, which 
impel on the great cause, against all and over all opposing 
forces, to the final accomplishment of its high mission— 
to the complete fulfilment of its “ manifest destiny.” The 
slavebolding class may rejoice in these days of its power 
—it may revel and riot over past victories, and gloat over 
anticipated future acquisitions in Cuba, Mexico aud Cen¬ 
tral America—it may bid its pliant tools ou the Judicial 
bench to pervert truth, justice, history, law and the Con¬ 
stitution for the disfranchisement of freemen, and to allow 
slavery, in the passionate langnage of Henry A. Wise, to

ANTI-SLAVERT LABOURS IN NEW YORK. 

Pex Tan, Tates Co., N. Y., Sept. 17,1857.

The Convention was then organized by appointing 
ABxsBBiunoKJUX,President; IsaacTW. Hartshorn-, Vice- 

President; and Mrs. - Cleveland, Secretary. Wm. 

Wells Brown then made interesting and eloquent re-1 
marks upon the need of greater zeal and earnestness in 
the c-nse of liberty nraoog the masses. 

Sosas B. Axtbokt followed in a stirriDg appeal in be¬ 
half of the uncompromising principles which underlie 
the anti-slavery movement. Additional interesting re¬ 
marks were made by Mr. Beebe, a young man (coloured.), 
Jonathan Davis, a Quaker and a hearty advocate of the 
cause of the slave, and Rev. Mr. Bradford, the Wesleyan 
pastor. 

Beating Session.—A. M. Powell spoke at length in 
review of the position of the political parties, and their 
relation to slavery. S. B. Anthony, Rev. Mr. Bradford, 
W. W. Brown and others continued the consideration of 
the subject 

Thus far the Convention has been characterized by a 
lively interest on the part of those in attendance, such as 
is truly gratifying to us to behold. 

Good meetings are anticipated to-morrow. 

Canandaigua, N. T., Sept. 19. 

The Penn Yan Convention closed at a late hour last 
evening, and I trust will have contributed largely to a 
revival and an increase of a permanent interest in uncom¬ 
promising anti-slavery sentiment and action in that 
locality. 

In the afternoon, Mr. Brown spoke at length in support 
of the disunion doctrine, showing the great need of an im¬ 
mediate overthrow of the Slave Oligarchy, now embodied 
in the National Government, 

Min Anthont followed in an earnest reboke of the 
American Tract Society, for its late monstrous and shock¬ 
ingly Irreligious action in reference to slavery. 

The discussion was continued till the hoar of adjourn¬ 
ment by Mr. Powell and others, and a good degree of in¬ 
terest manifested by those in attendance. 

Evening and last Session .—The President, Mr. Bridgenak, 
in the chair. 

A considerable portion of the evening was occupied by 
A. M. Powell, in a speech upon the religious aspects of | 
the cause, in exposition of the Methodist, Presbyterian, 
Episcopal and other pro-slavery Cbarcbes, and advocat¬ 
ing “ No Union with Slaveholders,” religiously or politi¬ 
cally. 

S. B. Anthont appealed to all to engage zealously and 
faithfully in the all-important work of revolutionizing 
public sentiment, both in Church and State, and, as indi¬ 
viduals, to refuse to stand in allegiance with slaveholders, 
and concluded by soliciting subscriptions for The Anti- 
Slavert Standard and The Liberator. 

Wm. Wells Brown made an eloquent closing speech, 
and at a late hoar the Convention adjourned, tine die. 

Mr. Brown is to remain in Penn Yan and lecture to¬ 
morrow evening, and on Monday evening give a Dramatic 
reading. 

I am awaiting at this place the departure of the steamer 
on the Canandaigua Lake, on my way to fulfil appoint¬ 
ments in the south part of this (Ontario) County. 

Since my last from Elmira, we have held Conventions 
in Corning and Elmira, but, for want of time, I 
defer any account of them until another letter, a. 

The Independent is accredited by thousands of honest

‘ostal him. Prof. Park of Andover, an anti-slavery man 
after the fashion of The Independent, saw in the pro-slavery 
character of Dr. Blandon *h« r-h„r.t that curtain* 
him no reason for refusing to officiate as the preacher for 
the occasion, and he accordingly delivered a Bermon upon 
a standing topie Of theology, containing not a word dis¬ 
tasteful to the cotton piety of Boston. If Dr. Blagden, 
instead of defending slavery ont of the Scriptures, had 
avowed the faith of Channing, would Prof. Park have 
consented to appear as preacher at the installation of his 
colleague ?

Statement op Col. Netherland. —In the Knoxville 
(Tenn) Presbyterian Witness of the 15th iost. we find a com¬ 
munication from Col. John Netherland, explaining and 
defending his conduct in connection with the punishment 
of the two slaves, whose case, as reported by the Rev. Mr. 
Sawyer, has excited so much indignation at the North. In

Women in Kansas. —Mrs. Susan E. Wattles, of Law- 
-nee, Kansas, Invites her sisters in the States to come to 
Kansas and “ take claims, and make themselves independent.” 
She speaks of three yoong women who have pre-empted claims, 
one of whom has paid for ter claim and received the requisite 
papers from the' Land-office. Few women, however, will be 
likely to accept this sisterly invitation, and those few most be 
phatically “ strong-minded.*’ A capital of f<*ur or five ban- 
dred dollars is necessary, at the outset, to pay for a claim, 
erect a cabin, furnish it, fence in planting ground, &c. The 
sale of a quarter to a half of the claim (160 acres) wonld 
refund this money, however, according to Mrs. Wattles, and 
leave the fair pre-imptcr with an independent home. But 
neighbours may be half a mile or more distant, fever and 
will vary the monotony, and society and religions wor- 
r will be luxuries to be obtained only in the principal set¬ 
tlements. However Mrs. Wattles may look upon snch a 

-pect, women in general, even the poorest, would hardly 

“ independence ” at tbe sacrifice of those comforts and 
appliances of civilization so essential to woman's happiness. 
Young men who are ont of employment are the right persons 
for such “ life on tbe border,” and wonld find health, compe-

most anywhere in Kansas. 

Free Labour in Virginia. —The Wheeling Intelli¬ 
gencer and Wellsborg Herald are vigorously and ably pushing 
forward the free-laboor cause in Western Virginia. The In¬ 
telligencer has published a series of articles showing the policy 
of introducing white labour. The Herald says:
